The oldest is that 
of KPH, the former RCA station that started life in the Palace Hotel (thus 
the original "PH" call). The long wave receiving station, then of the 
Marconi Company, was originally located in Marshall, across Tomales Bay 
from the Point Reyes peninsula. However, with the coming of the short 
waves, the receiving station was moved to its present location. The site 
was selected by Dr. H.H. Beverage, inventor of the wave antenna that bears 
his name, which is ironic as the Beverage is a long wave antenna. Dr. 
Beverage told me the story personally several years ago. 


the best parts of the Bolinas transmitting station for me was also 
one of the smallest. The order wire from Point Reyes was by Morse key and 
sounder, like a railroad telegraph. A set of these was installed at just 
the correct "sitting" height in the men's john! No rest for a transmitter 
engineer in those days! 


Several years ago we spent Christmas in Bolinas with family 
friends. An album had family pictures back to the 1880s and 
there was a section that had 'KODAKS' of the Marconi

A few books, mostly the pilot's manuals, can be had from some of the book 
dealers who specialize in aviation titles. Zenith Books comes to mind. These 
are copies of fair quality, but generally usable. A second source of 
information are the type-specific detail books you can find at a local hobby 
shop. I have a few that were very useful when I did some restoration work on 
the B-29 at the Castle Air Museum in California a few years ago. Between 
those two sources you can get a very good idea of what the radio installations 
looked like on most of the poplular types of aircraft. 


As for creating a file of radio installation pictures from the museums, my 
experience is that most of the WWII aircraft in museums today are not going to 
be very useful. For example, "my" B-29 at Castle was built from three seperate 
airframes taken from the China Lake Naval Weapons Center in the 70's. To get 
the pieces out, the airplanes were disassembled and, in some cases, cut apart. 
All of the wiring bundles were simply cut with a hacksaw. Of course, none of 
the radio gear was left. Many of the other B-29s in museums today are in 
similar shape and radio-less. Not only are they radio-less, but all of the 
installation racks and supports are missing. 


The B-17 at Castle was in somewhat better shape since it had flown in after 


having been a fire bomber for the forest service. However, it, too, was radio 
bare. I believe the museum had acquired a piece or two for it, but the 
installation was not particularly well done nor complete. 


As the airplanes get newer, things get much better. I was also restoration 
crew chief for the KC-97L at Castle. It was complete in virtually every way 
since it had landed and taxied to the musuem for display. Most everything was 
there in the cockpit, including the old loran system. The WB-50 was the same 
way. The B-52D had a few more things missing since, when it was 
decommissioned, some of that gear was still usable on current airplanes. 


Probably the best way to get photos is to pay your five bucks and take a tour 
of the B-17 "Sentimental Journey" (if they get it flying again) and photograph 
it. I heard that they had found some serious corrosion on the spar, so it may 
be grounded for quite some time. The Collings Foundation also has a beautiful 
B-24J that you can go through. The Air Force Museum in Dayton has a B-29 
fuselage you can walk through, but I don't remember if the radio gear is 
there.

Re. the Collings Foundation B-17 & B-24: 


They were here in Madison about 2 years ago, and I took the tours. Both the 
planes were in quite good (restored) shape, especially the B-17, "Nine O Nine". 


In both cases tho, the radio shacks were DISGRACEFUL!!! 


In "Nine O Nine", there was a fair condition BC-348 on the operator's table, 
but no telegraph key, logbooks, or any other accessories the operator would 
normally have. Behind his position (which, incidentally, had no operator's 
seat), was a horribly beat up BC-375 transmitter, without mounting rack or dyn- 
amotor. On that same rear wall, but on the other side of the passageway to the 
bomb bay (starboard side of the fusalage), was a haphazard stack of BC-375 
tuning units which were just piled there, not secured in any way that I could 
see, and buried under the rolled up sleeping bags of the crew. On the front 
starboard wall of the radio compartment was a multiset mounting rack for the 
Command Sets (most positions empty), and a couple of ARC-5 rigs that were so 
ratty that I'd pass ‘em by at a hamfest. No RF ampmeter / antenna relay box. 


In my long quest for ART-13 parts and accessories, I talked to a warbird 
parts supplier in the area near "Nine O Nine"'s home base in Massachusetts, and 
suggested that he contact Collings Foundation about the possibility of supply- 
ing gear to bring the radio compartment up to snuff. He said he'd taken the 
tour himself, seen the shack, and done just that. The Collings folks were 
mildly interested in getting the equipment, but they had demanded an outright 
DONATION of the equipment, and the labor to install it correctly. If it was 
going to cost them anything, they weren't interested. 


Too bad. It seems that these warbird restorers are willing to spare no ex- 
pense to get the exterior of the bird correct, but have second thoughts about 
getting the inside right. 


BTW, there is another warbird (sorta) that I ought to mention. 


About 40 miles west of Madison, in Dodgeville, WI, there is a restaurant / 
golf course / motel / airport complex known as The Don Q Inn. They are famous 
for "fantasy" motel rooms (usually booked literally YEARS in advance), and for 
thier front lawn ornament... an Ex-USAF Boeing C-97 four engine transport! 


I've heard a few stories about it. One claim is that the owner of the place 
used to fly one in the Air Force, and he just bought it as surplus for a really 
wild souvenier of his youth. Another story says it was bought as the setting 


for another of his fantasy motel rooms; hell, there's room in that cargo area 
for at least THREE of ‘em! 


The bar has a bunch of pictures of the plane's arrival; I'm glad I wasn't 
there to see it. Just imagine somebody landing a huge 4 engine transport on a 
1000 foot or so runway designed for planes in the Piper Comanche 140 or Cessna 
150 class, with a wall of trees at the end of the runway; THAT had to be too 
nerve wracking to watch!!! I wonder if there was ANY braking ability (or tires, 
for that matter) left? 


One day I was passing by, and the front starboard cargo door was open, so I 
stopped for a closer look. No one was around, but no one objected either, so I 
climbed the stairs and went aboard. 


The outside has been repainted to advertise Don Q's (no trace of the USAF 
markings left), but the inside was left exactly the way it was when the plane 
was parked there years ago, except for the inclusion of 110 VAC interior 
lighting; it was almost the exact opposite of the state of restoration air- 
craft. 


The radio shack was magnificent, loaded with '50's vintage military gear 
including a Collins 618T series transceiver, with all accessories, LORAN gear, 
and tons of communication and navigation electronics I'd never seen before. 


The only addition (besides the lights) was a barrier (not too elaborate or 
substantial) that gently persuades you that entrance to the flight deck isn't 


a good idea. 


All in all, the airplane looks like it's still operational; it's almost as 
if the flight crew just landed at Don Q's for lunch, and will be back shortly!

I recently ordered a few manuals from W7FG Vintage Manuals, one of them 

for the Hammarlund HQ-120. This particular manual is quite sparse, and 

the schematic diagram appears to be hand-drawn unlike the other HQ-series 
schematics I've seen. Unfortunately the schematic indicates capacitors 

and resistors with a numbered tag, no value, and there is no matching 

parts list to go with it. I haven't been able to contact W7FG to ask him 
about this, so does anyone know whether Hammarlund ever released an official 
schematic for the rig?

On an unrelated note (and off-topic, but hey I'm piggybacking it on this 
message), perhaps some of you remember me grousing a year ago or so about 

a friend of mine who threw an old TV (round picture tube, had channel 1) 

in the dumpster. Well this same friend came to visit over the weekend and 
brought me a present: a Motorola tabletop 7" TV built in 1948. It has a 
copper-clad steel chassis and plate deflection rather than magnetic coils, 
i.e., no flyback. And of course a round CRT. It appears to be in decent 
condition but most of the tubes have been stripped, which leads me to suspect 
it has a bad picture tube. It uses a 1B3 HO tube. Anyway, my friend has now 
redeemed himself and I have another project! It is kind of interesting to 
see a very well-built chassis, worthy of a communications receiver, inside 

an art-deco rose wood case with a wooden mount for the CRT. 


BTW, this isn't the first time I've been graced with a free boatanchor; it 
seems my friends just know I won't turn one down!

In the early days of TV it was a common practice to include an "ion trap" in 
the neck of the picture CRTs. This was done typically be making use of the 
fact that electrons could be deflected much easier than the vastly greater 
ions, by magnetic fields. The electron "gun" would be designed to direct the 
beam into a "getter" plate: the magnetic field from a external mounted magnet 
would then "rescue" the electrons and direct them toward the screen while the 
ions crashed into the getter, since they would not be deflected near as much 
as the electrons. 


Now if the magnet was not correctly adjusted, the electron beam would only 
partly be rescued...some of it might hit the gun focussing elements. The 
picture would be weaker. 


>From this, you would get the idea that no incorrect adjustment of the "trap" 
magnet would do much other than weaken the picture....unless the electron beam 
might overheat the edge of the gun electrodes, thereby producing ions outside 
the trap area, which might then strike the screen and gradually darken areas 
of it. 


However, a friend of mine had read a General Electric directive of the time 
that he thought gave a different mechanism for screen damage due to 
mis-adjustmet. He could never find a copy of this directive, but he remembered 
seeing several photographs of the damaged screens with different patterns of 
damage for different types of mis-adjustment. We had a considerable arguement 
of just how this could be, and have never resolved it. Contacts of personnel 


over the years of people who had been in the production of tubes all confirmed 
my understanding, but it is still a nagging question to me, as I, too, vaugely 
remember the same GE directive, so if anyone has any info on this I would 

like to hear it. (I believe that other steps in protecting he screen made 

the "ion trap" obsolete in the latter part of the 1950s).

> I'm on a real hunt for any list/directory/index of WW2 Navy equipment 

> and/or manuals. The Navy has shredded all it has; not even the 

> Washington Navy Yard (where the Navy Library resides, nor the NAVSEA Tech 
> Library, nor the Naval Sea Data Support Activity which raped the 

> aforesaid NAVSEA TechLib has anything like that). I found one copy of 
> NAVAER 00-500 (list of tech manuals) from 1948 at the National Archives 
> (400 pages at 25 cents a page to copy). I was able to borrow and copy 
> NAVSHIPS 900,109 from a friend (1600 pages of WW2 Navy 5-digit type 

> numbers for components). Have never seen or found a reference to 

> list of shipboard equipment manuals. SHIPS 275 is only "catalog" of 

> shipboard radio gear. Can you help? 


I have not seen any general catalogue in 15 years of poking around our 
govdocs library off and on. I have seen all the manuals that are there. 
The only things I could find are some receiver manuals (RBO, RBG, etc), 
and two transmitter manuals (TBM and T--- forget it right now), plus 
some odd radar and LM manuals, etc. 


The army section is much better. The army directories are there 
TM-11-227 and TM-11-487A-2 (Navy NAVEXOS P-2058). The TM-11-227 

just lists wwII army/air stuff. The TM-11-487A-2 is a 1964 issue 
manual that does not have hardly any navy stuff in it except for some 
odd installations. I would recommend you look at that TM-11-487A 

if you can find one in the National Archives (should be there). 


I don't know where to point you for any other Navy stuff. Their system 
was always a bit wierd. The army was much better at keeping that kind 
of stuff in my experiences. 


Maybe someone else on the BA list will have some ideas? 


I may go over to the library and see if I can compile a short list of 
what is there, if that helps.

I am looking for any information on the early WWI Navy receivers and 
transmitters from WWI through the 1920's. Most of this stuff was 
designed in the radio lab of the Bureau of Steam Engineering (I think) 
at the Washington Navy Yard. Professor Hazeltine had a big hand in 
the designs during the late WWI era. The radio receivers in question 
are the SE-143, SE-1220, SE-1440, etc., as used in standard naval 
spark installations, and in the early 1920's tube installations. 

These ultimately became the commercial IP-501A type, lineage, from 


the Wireless Specialty Apparatus Company, and later RCA. 


All I have so far is a few odd pictures and schematics from things 
like Sterling's Radio Manual and the series of radio manuals for 
electricians from Annapolis (can't seem to remember the name of 
the series, right off, but I have seen a 5th edition dated 1917 
[Robison's Manual of Radiotelegraphy and Telephony, maybe]).

R-100/URR - now that brings nostalgia flooding back! Actually I was 
thinking about it a day or two ago. That might have been my first 
receiver that was really my own. I must have been about 10 or 12 years 
old. Don't remember how I acquired it now - maybe the hometown radio 
repair man sold it to me cheap expecting to sell me lots of those 1LN5 
and similar tubes it uses, and burns out lots of when run on AC power. 
I thought it was really something! with the olive-drab metal case and 
the military number and the moisture-fungus proofing sprayed all over 
the insides, I could imagine it had figured in important battles and 
that sort of thing. (Of course it was really just an entertainment 
receiver for the troops.) 


I had an uncle who was engineer for a broadcast station. I loved to visit 
him, and when I would go there I would always take along a big box of 
projects to work on. His job was just to sit at the transmitter site 

all day and keep an eye on things there. So they had a workbench and tools 
and test equipment and with my uncle's guidance I could get a lot done 

in a few days visit. Well one visit I converted the R-100 to use 7-volt 
tubes and get away from the constant burnouts. I had an endless supply

> of the BC-610/T-368 class rig. 

> About all I could add to the shack 

> without bustin' the concrete slab would be a TCK or a T-368 (actually, 
> my shack would go better with the TCK as a companion to the RAL's). 


Bob, if you do get a TCK, I can offer some long experience with one and lots of 
comments on its operation and care. I got rid of mine to a local ham, who 
hauled it 200 miles back to where I got it and just recently hauled it back 
here again. I had the AC power supply, which is the same size as the TX 
itself. I had an arc develop in the power supply main deck and never fixed it, 
cuz I got an Apache about that time and let it rest. He is interested in 
fixing it up to use on special occasions. I'll probably help him on it. I do 
have the BuShips manual (if it didn't die in his house fire) to help us in the 
endeavor. He's still looking for the antenna tuner that sat on top of the rig. 
I took off the bushing and connector and replaced it with a large piece of 
bakelite and a SO-239 when I put it on the air. I'd have to fish around and 
find the original insulator and connector if he does find a tuner for it. 
Anyone have the tuner for it on here? Got an extra? :) 


I was impressed with it when the local Navy Reserve training center gave it to 
me in the fall of '64. I got it along with an RAO-7 (same guy, W5CN, now has 
both of them). It was the first TX I ever owned with 2-18 MHz coverage WITH 
CALIBRATIONS EVERY kHz!! I ran about 800 W input on CW. Unfortunately, the 
solenoid relays for the high voltage were so noisy, they overpowered the audio 
I was putting in with the T-17 carbon mic when I operated on AM. The six-inch 
high relays had about dime-sized silver contacts and sounded like the end of 
the world when they were engaged. I never figured out how to quiet them. They 
were the first things I heard when I went into the Naval Reserve training 
center to join the Navy. 


I ran it on the (mainly) Texas 7290 kHz phone traffic net until about '74. 
Towards the end of that time, new folks came up on the net and didn't know what 
AM was! They'd wonder what the heterodyne was that was interfering with me!

>I picked up a TV7 tube tester over the weekend, but it is missing the 
>fuse / pilot lamp. Does anyone know what the correct replacement 
>should be. 


Colin: (and everybody else) 


Be wary of that bulb/fuse. It works fine, but it's also a 
safety hazard. Never remove or replace the bulb when the 
unit is plugged in. The shell of the bulb is hot, connected 
to the line, and it WILL touch the metal panel when you 
fiddle with it. Result, from personal experience, is a 
flash, bang, ZOT! Always unplug before touching the lamp. 


You can also get the same bulb with a double contact base. 
That means replacing the socket, but it's much safer since 
the shell of the lamp is not electrically live. I don't 
remember the bulb number (82?) but if you add 1 to the 
number of the SC base bulb, you get the DC base bulb. 


I had to change the socket in my Hiccup 6000 as it was 
corroded out, so I modified it to keep me alive. Allied 
Radio had a socket which fit with no mods to the tester.

Subject: WW I era Navy radios 


An excellent source on old radio information and particularly Navy gear of coast 
stations, and from the ship used by Pres. Wilson in 1919 to go to the Peace 
Conference is contained in the excellent biography of Don Wallace, W6AM, written 
by Jan Perkins. It has been advertised in the back pages of QST and other radio 
magazines for a couple years, and I finally got one in Jan. and have been 
delighted with all the pictures Don kept of his radios, and others that he was 
connected with, along with his accounts of his Navy days, as chief Op on the 
Wilson ship. 


Wallace was one of those astute people who kept good photo records of his 
amateur career, and there are some color plates of QSL's he collected over some 
70 years that are enough to make one drool if of the DX persuasion. The old rig 
photos are of course black and white, but still well done, and there included is 
essentially the entire history of amateur radio, as Don was in on the founding 
of ARRL, etc. He was still climbing his rhombic telephone pole supports in his 
80's, and went from having 101 acres of rhombics to <ONLY> 25 acres of 
interlaced rhombics in later years. The book is well worth the money for the 
stories of how people built their own stations, part by part in the earliest 
days. 


This one is a must for ham history buffs!
